TOWARDS AN HISTORIOGRAPHY OF UFOLOGY

History of ufology is usually meant a list of most known UFO sightings or thè hi_ 
stoty of officiai involvement in thè USA. What is rather needed is a global and 
criticai analysis of thè UFO relationship with society both at a macrosocial le- 
vel (socio-ufology) both at a micro-social level (reactions of limited human groups 
like scientist, journalists, ufologists, etc.). The interest for its own history 
is typical of human Sciences and may be very useful in ufology, where thè "ufolo¬ 
gists" have become a part of thè problem, and thè phenomenon seems to evolve in 
time (from contactees to abductees, ...). Two examples are given where an inter- 
nal-only view is of no help, and you have to analyze thè external context: thè 
release and later denial of U.S. government UFO documents are interpreted in thè 
light of thè different approaches by thè federai administration under Carter and 
Reagan about access to historical documentation in generai. The second example is 
thè myth of thè "silence conspiracy", which has been shown as having precise cul¬ 
tural roots and only re-borning in thè UFO field in thè 1950’s (Me Carthy's age) 
being developed within politicai involvement of some ufologists. The rise and 
fall of UFO groupism according to economical and social "periods" would also be 
interesting to be studied. 

"E.T. THE EXTRA-TERRESTRIAL... AND SOON IT’S A DESTRE FOR UFOs"
